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Victory for new homes plan 


WEST Dorset planners overruled an offi¬ 
cer’s recommendation and approved plans 
for the construction of 15 affordable homes 
at Timber Hill in Lyme Regis providing a 
much needed boost for young couples look¬ 
ing to live in their home town. 

A nine-strong delegation representing the Commu¬ 
nity Land Trust, led by Dennis Yell, attended the plan¬ 
ning meeting at Dorchester and made eloquent and 
passionate pleas to persuade councillors to approve 
the scheme. Only one councillor voted against. 

The Community Land Trust, set up to provide af¬ 
fordable housing for local people, hopes to build 15

affordable houses for rent on the site between Timber 
Hill and the A3052, near the golf club. 

The planning approval represents a major step for¬ 
ward by the Community Land Trust in their quest to 
provide housing for the town’s young people. 

After the meeting, chairman Mr Yell expressed his 
thanks to all concerned for their support, adding: “The 
whole team accepts that there is still much work to be 
done, and aims to hold a public meeting in May to re-

view their proposals and the programme with the 
community. “ 

The plans were recently described by retiring town 
councillor Mark Gage as the “only light at the end of 
the tunnel” after the council was forced to scrap its 
own plans to build affordable housing in the Wood- 
mead Halls car park. 

In her report to West Dorset’s Development Control 
Committee on Thursday of last week, planning offi¬ 
cer Debbie Redding raised concerns regarding the de¬ 
velopment’s position in a “sensitive tract of the Area 
of Outstanding Natural Beauty (AONB)”, adding that 
the need for affordable housing in the town did not 
outweigh other issues”. 

Seriously harmful 

Her report stated: “A major concern for officers on 
this site is the visual impact; it is considered to be a 
site which is poorly related to the built-up town; it is 
a prominent and elevated site - the development of 
which would be seriously harmful to the character of 
the AONB. 

“The site is also relatively remote from the town, 
and would give poor access for residents to facilities; 
there is no footway on Timber Hill - an inconvenient 
access due to the steepness of the hill. Furthermore, 
it would be a significant distance to walk the main 
road route and not particularly pleasant due to the 
traffic on this route.

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Park and ride receives temporary permission 
after complaints made from across the border 


TEMPORARY permission has been 
granted to allow parking on the Sidmouth 
Road park and ride site, just outside of 
Lyme Regis, after complaints were made 
that the seasonal operation had opened 
without planning permission. 

The park and ride site, just across the county bor¬ 
der in East Devon, started operating over the Easter 
period with the town council receiving complaints 
that it had not yet received planning permission to 
open the facility. 

Councillor Ian Thomas, East Devon district coun¬ 
cillor for the Trinity ward, which includes Uplyme,

£100,000 in the budget for the work, with an ad¬ 
ditional £20,000 to improve the BMX track. 

The council recently went out to tender for the 
project and received a number of responses 
from play park design companies, which coun¬ 
cillors whittled down to their favourite seven. 

The chosen designs, including a wide variety 
of themes and imaginative play equipment 
which would see the park completely trans¬ 
formed, recently went on display at a public 
consultation event in the Jubilee Pavilion on 
Marine Parade, where residents were able to 
vote for their favourite. 

Council operations manager Elliott Herbert

mouth Road Park & Ride facility in Uplyme - 
without planning permission. 

“An application is currently with East Devon Dis¬ 
trict Council for continued temporary use. This has, 
however, not been decided and, reflecting consultee 
comments received, would be considered a con¬ 
tentious application. 

“It is considered that applicants should not com¬ 
mence development until planning permission is 
received. However, as a planning authority EDDC 
will not take enforcement action against the use 
prior to a decision being made. Lyme Regis Town 
Council has, at its own risk, chosen to commence 
operation of the park and ride, permission for 
which could ultimately be refused, or approved. 
Insensitive gaff? 

“Personally, the more disappointing aspect is the 
implied disrespect by Lyme Regis Town Council 
to its neighbours Uplyme Parish Council. That 
council has properly expressed its reasonable con¬ 
cerns but, in response, effectively received a 
metaphorical two-fingers with the park and ride in 
Uplyme opened anyway. In most conciliatory mode 
this might be considered an insensitive gaff?”

tee on Thursday, temporary permission was granted 
for the park and ride operation to continue, as not 
harm the economy of Lyme Regis, while also pro¬ 
viding time for the town to create a strategy for car 
parking. 

Commenting on the decision, Councillor Thomas 
said: “The outcome is pretty much in line with 
what I sought in my consultee comments, and I 
think appropriate to the circumstances. 

“Temporary use of the facility has been autho¬ 
rised, but only for a further 18 months until Sep¬ 
tember 2016. This short term approval will ensure 
that there is no risk to the economy of Lyme Regis 
and its businesses as a result of a refusal to allow 
the continued use of the park and ride over the next 
two seasons. 

“What it also recognises is the requirement to 
protect the rural landscape character and natural 
beauty of the designated Area of Outstanding Nat¬ 
ural Beauty within which the site is located, and 
that the original justification for approval of the fa¬ 
cility to compensate for spaces lost in the town due 
to coastal defence works no longer applies.”

Council calls special meeting 
to discuss Cobb parking 


A SPECIAL meeting of Lyme Regis Town 
Council’s Planning and Highways Com¬ 
mittee has been called to discuss proposed 
waiting restrictions in Cobb Road. 

Dorset County Council’s (DCC) highways’ depart¬ 
ment has produced amended proposals to the traffic 
regulation order, aimed at easing congestion on the 
busy road. 

Lyme Regis Town Council previously supported 
proposals to install two loading bays in Cobb Road, 
no loading or unloading restrictions from Ozone Ter¬ 
race to Pound Street, and for the existing ‘no waiting’ 
restrictions at the bottom of Cobb Road to remain. 

The town council consulted with representatives of 
the Cobb Traders’ Association, Lyme Regis Business 
Group, Lyme’s county councillor Daryl Turner, and 
deputy harbourmaster Mike Higgs. 

Following public consultation by DCC, the author¬ 
ity has produced amended plans to remove one of the 


proposed loading bays and to replace it with no load¬ 
ing or unloading restrictions. 

Deputy town clerk Mark Tredwin said: “We feel 
residents and businesses in the area should have the 
opportunity to give their opinions on this revised plan, 
as this is a material change to the original proposals 
from Dorset County Council, which broadly had the 
support of the local community.” 

Good representation 

The town council is holding an extraordinary meet¬ 
ing of the Planning and Highways Committee on 
Tuesday, April 28th at 7pm in the Guildhall. 

Mr Tredwin said: “We would encourage residents 
to attend the meeting to give their views, especially 
those with an interest in the Cobb Road area, to en¬ 
sure we have good representation from the town. 

“We have invited representatives from Dorset 
County Council’s highways’ department to the meet¬ 
ing and hope they will be able to attend to hear the 
views first hand.”

THE Lyme Regis branch of Amnesty Inter¬ 
national hosted a pre-election hustings on 
the themes of privacy and freedom at the 
Woodroffe School on Tuesday. 

Apart from UKIP candidate David Glossop, who 
was injured in a car accident earlier that day, all can¬ 
didates for the West Dorset parliamentary constituency 
attended the event to answer questions from students 
and local residents. 

Amnesty member Chris Boothroyd chaired the meet¬ 
ing and explained to the 90-strong audience that the 
venue had been chosen to respect the young people of 
Lyme Regis, the future electorate who had posed some 
thoughtful questions themselves. 

The candidates present were Peter Barton from the 
Green Party, Ros Kayes from the Liberal Democrats, 
Conservative and existing MP Oliver Letwin and 
Rachel Rogers of the Labour Party. 

All the questions had a human rights theme and in¬ 
cluded such topics as to what extent each candidate’s

to defend security, whether they would continue to 
make torture prevention a policy priority, and what 
they would offer in terms of security and freedom to 
encourage a young person to vote for them in 2020. 

Woodroffe students Lola Gore, Oli Lee, Priya Mc¬ 
Neill and Josh Yelland were among those to question 
the candidates. 

Enthusiastic applause 

Rachel Rogers, who had accidentally not received 
questions in advance, gave impressive off-the-cuff re¬ 
sponses, while Oliver Letwin argued confidently for 
the Conservative view with thoughtful and courteous 
answers. 

Ros Kayes represented the Liberal Democrat view¬ 
point with verve and Peter Barton received enthusias¬ 
tic applause for his impassioned portrayal of Green 
Party policies. 

Speaking after the event, Mr Boothroyd said: “The 
candidates were in general agreement that all parties 
present wished to preserve the country’s ‘liberal’ way 
of life and the freedoms we had come to expect, but 



the methods by which they would attempt this varied. 

“It was an informative and enjoyable evening in an 
excellent setting. The Amnesty group would like to

- for some local people this was a first opportunity to 
see the school’s magnificent raked seating, which 
makes audience involvement so much easier.”

Trust to locate a site have not been 
straightforward, it is regretfully con¬ 
sidered that this site would just be 
too prominent, elevated and incon¬ 
gruous in the landscape of this sensi¬ 
tive tract of the AONB. The need for 
affordable housing does not out¬ 
weigh the other issues identified, and 
consequently officers are not able to 
support this application.” 

The decision to grant planning per¬ 
mission has been welcomed by

ate need of social rental housing that 
can be allocated to local people. We 
need to be able to keep our young peo¬ 
ple and young families within the town 
and this is a fantastic starting point.

Planning permission sought 
to open town centre creperie 


PLANNING permission is being 
sought to convert a gift shop in 
Broad Street, Lyme Regis, into a 
creperie. 

Plans have been submitted to 
West Dorset District Council for 
change of use of 67B Broad Street, 
currently known as the Beach¬ 
comber in the entrance of Van 
Allen's car park.The application also 
requests permission for a change of 
colour scheme and the installation 
of an extractor fan. 

The shop is owned by West Dorset 
District Council, which also owns 
the adjoining car park, and the au¬ 
thority has stated that if change of 
use was granted, the lease would 
only allow the sale of crepes and 
hot drinks, and not a wider inter¬ 
pretation of this use. 

The application states: "The re¬ 
striction to solely this use should 
negate any problems of noise and 
offensive odours often associated 
with a takeaway. 

"Our intention is to enhance the 
external appearance of the building 
by giving it a stronger identity, 
while at the same time making it sit 
more harmoniously with its sur¬ 
roundings." 

The applicant has suggested 
painting the shop grey to blend in 
more with the surrounding signing,

electrical box and ticket machine 
for the car park, with white win¬ 
dows and door, and a grey and 
white striped awning. 

The application concludes: "We 
feel that these proposals address 
the problems of this quite promi¬ 
nent site, giving the building im¬ 
pact and focus while improving 
overall attractiveness of the car park 
and entrance area." 

If approved by West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council, the creperie will be 
one of many new eateries to open 
in the town in recent weeks.

THE sweet music of a 
ukulele and hammer dul¬ 
cimer recently replaced 
the usual background 
noise of woodworking 
tools at Lyme Regis Boat 
Building Academy last 
week. 

The recitals were given 
as part of the exhibition 
of work by students to 
mark the end of the 
academy's Woodworking 
Skills course, with instru¬ 
ments being just two of 
the varied creations 
made.

Principal Yvonne Green said: "We developed this 
course which is unique to the academy.

"In addition to set pieces made on the course, they 
also design and make a personal project piece. This 
exhibition shows the wide range of applications that 
there are for the skills people learn." 

The six students were of all ages and from a range 
of backgrounds. Alec Roberts was sent on the course 
by his Henley-on-Thames employer, fine furniture and 
kitchen maker Griggs and Mackay, as part of his train¬ 
ing, while Sam Horrocks, from London, plans build be¬ 
spoke pieces as part of his property renovation 
business. 

Corinne Reed, moth of course instructor Will, had 
never picked up a chisel before and wanted to learn 
new skills. As a member of Lyme Regis ukulele band 
The Luggers, she decided to make a ukulele as part of 
the course with the held of local guitar-maker Mar¬ 


shall Stapleton, who offered advice during the project 
and played Corinne's ukulele at the exhibition. 

The group also included a journalist and writer, who 
is currently writing the Boat Building Academy's own 
school song. 

The group, who started the course in January, de¬ 
signed and made a steamed pear and American black 
walnut desk, a bubinga hexagonal cabinet, an Amer¬ 
ican black walnut and zebrano chest and a French 
walnut and maple tool cabinet in addition to the 
ukulele and hammer dulcimer as their personal proj¬ 
ect pieces. 

Instructor Will Reed said: "It is a delight working with 
highly motivated students who are trying to master 
the craft and design furniture for the first time.

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RNLI shop to re-open 
after volunteer shortage 

LIFEBOAT fundraisers in Lyme Regis will re-open 
the top-rated RNLI gift shop on the Cobb on 
Monday, April 27th. 

The tiny shop, next to the lifeboat station, had 
a turnover of £124,000 last year and was ranked 
fourth of all the RNLI outlets in the UK. But it has 
been closed so far this year because of a short¬ 
age of volunteers. 

Members of the Lyme Regis and Charmouth 
RNLI Guild were told at their annual meeting 
last weel that more volunteers had come for¬ 
ward and the shop could now re-open. 

Amanda Woods, the RNLI's Visitor Experience 
Manager, will now be the key contact in man¬ 
agement of the shop. 

Speaking at the annual meeting, acting chair¬ 
man of the guild, Irene Roper, reported that 
plans for this year's Lifeboat Week in July were 
progressing well with the Red Arrows and the 
RAF Falcons parachute team both confirmed. 

Lifeboat operations manager Grahame For- 
shaw told the guild that the crew had answered 
31 emergency calls last year. 

Following the Duke of Kent's recent visit to the 
station, he had received two letters of appreci¬ 
ation from the Duke's private secretary and the 
Lord Lieutenant of Dorset. 

Guest speaker at the meeting was Keith Col¬ 
well, RNLI community incident reduction man¬ 
ager, who outlined the charity's "Respect the 
Water"campaign,which aims to increase aware¬ 
ness of the dangers around the coast. One tar¬ 
get of the campaign is to reduce drownings by 
50per cent by 2024. 

Mr Colwell said that 466 lives were saved last 
year, but the average number of drownings in 
the UK was still around 400 a year.

Angie, who lives in 
Dorchester, works at the 
popular Aroma Cafe in 
Lyme and has run a num¬ 
ber of half marathons and 
10k races - but the Lon¬ 
don Marathon will, be 
her first attempt at the 
26.2 mile distance. 

Angie has been training 
since Christmas, building 
up the mileage gradually, 
especially on a Sunday, her long-distance day, and 
has already clocked up a 20-miler. 

Whilst slightly nervous about competing in one of 
the most high-profile marathons in the world, Angie 
is looking forward to the occasion and is confident 
that with the support of the crowd she will cross the 
line in an aceptable time. 

Angie, who has two sons who are fully supportive 
of their mum’s fundraising efforts, admits that when 
she does so it will be a “very emotional moment” as 
she is running the mararthon in memory of her late 
hsuband Neil. 

Neil was struck down with severe heart failure in 


December 2000 at the age of 32 and his condition de¬ 
teriorated over a number of years until he received a 
heart transplant at Papworth Hospital in 2011. Un¬ 
fortunately, the operation was not a success and he 
died a few weeks later. 

Angie is hoping to raise around £3,000 in sponsor¬ 
ship for Cardiomyopathy UK, a charity that supports 
fa mili es whose loved ones suffer from heart muscle 
disease.

I covered as a reporter was in 
1968 and in those days it was al¬ 
ways held on a Thursday morn¬ 
ing. 

These were the days when the 
mayor was also chairman of the 
magistrates with all the town’s 
miscreants being hauled into the 
Guildhall for their punishment. 
May-making was very often a

CLASSIC song-writing skills, smooth sul¬ 
try vocals, and the ability to whip up a 
storm with a fiery slide guitar - very few 
can boast this set of trump cards, but it 
just happens to be the hand dealt to Aus¬ 
tralian singer, songwriter and guitarist 
Kara Grainger, appearing at Bridport Elec¬ 
tric Palace on Saturday 2 May.

As a vocalist Grainger is strongly influ¬ 
enced by Bonnie Raitt. Sharing a bill at the 
Timbre Rock and Roots Festival in Singa¬ 
pore last March with Bonnie Raitt and 
Susan Tedeschi, Kara remarked: "It was a 
pleasure to be one of three female lead 
guitarists on the bill." 

As a slide player, Grainger has devel¬ 
oped her own style, less influenced by 
Raitt and other Californian slide masters 
than by their original Mississippi Delta 


blues role models.

TIPS FOR UNDERSTANDING 

PERMITTED DEVELOPMENT

ONE: Big home improvements like loft conver¬ 
sions and extensions can often be done under 
your home's permitted development (PD) rights. 
This means you don't need planning permission, 
as long as you stick to the rules governing width, 
height, materials, etc. You can apply to your local 
council for a lawful development certificate for 
building work that doesn't require planning per¬ 
mission. When you come to sell your home, this 
certificate can be really useful because it proves 
to the buyer and their solicitor that the work is 
lawful. 

TWO: The PD rules can be different for different 
types of house - with loft conversions, the permit¬ 
ted size is 40 cubic metres in terraced houses, and 
50 cubic metres in detached and semi-detached 
houses.The PD rules can also be different on 'des¬ 
ignated land', which includes conservation areas 
and Areas of Outstanding Natural Beauty. For ex¬ 
ample, loft conversions are not permitted devel¬ 
opment on designated land. If your home's listed, 
the rules are much stricter and even minor alter¬ 
ations can require listed building consent from 
your local council. 

THREE: Flats and maisonettes don't have PD 
rights and some houses have had theirs removed 
- this is sometimes the case on designated land. 


Permitted development isn't just about major 
building work; if your home doesn't have PD 
rights, you may need planning permission for 
things as simple as erecting a garden shed, deck¬ 
ing your garden and painting the building's exte¬ 
rior. 

FOUR: Until May 30 2016, most houses (excep¬ 
tions apply) can build a longer rear extension 
without planning permission than would nor¬ 
mally be allowed under permitted development. 
For detached houses, rear extensions can be 8 
metres instead of 4 metres long, and for attached 
houses, 6 metres instead of 3 metres. However, 
the council will consult your immediate neigh¬ 
bours about your planned extension and if any 
object, it can uphold their objection and refuse 
permission for the extension. 

FIVE: To find out about planning rules, go to 
www.planningportal.gov.uk, where the informa¬ 
tion includes guides to popular building projects 
and an interactive house and terrace. However, 
the most accurate way to find out which rules and 
regulations apply to your home and proposed 
building project is to speak to your local council. 
You may not realise, for example, that you live on 
designated land or in a house that has had its PD 
rights removed. It's always best to check first.

Mercedes-Benz lands the next coupe: the Concept GLC Coupe 



IN A flowing transition, Mercedes-Benz 
lands the next coupe: the Concept GLC 
Coupe is a near-production-standard study 
that carries the successful GLE Coupe for¬ 
mula over into a more compact segment. 
The dynamically expressive show car com¬ 
bines typical stylistic features of a coupe 
with the sensually pure design idiom of 
coming SUV generations.This emotively ap¬ 
pealing fusion is further enriched with de¬ 
tails that are strong in character. A 
twin-blade radiator grille, powerdomes on 
the bonnet and a four-pipe exhaust system 
form an aesthetic contrast to the harmo¬ 
nious, almost organic main body section. On 
the other hand, elements from the rugged 
off-road world, such as enormous 21-inch 
tyres, front and rear underbody protection, 


increased ground clearance and side run¬ 
ning boards, are indicative of the off-road 
performance potential of the Concept GLC 
Coupe. 

Gorden Wagener, Head of Design at Daim¬ 
ler AG, puts it in a nutshell: "With its modern 
and sensual design idiom, the Concept GLC 
Coupe gives a foretaste of future SUV mod¬ 
els from Mercedes-Benz. At the same time, 
it embraces the typical values of tradition- 
steeped Mercedes-Benz coupes." 

The same successful blend of the multi¬ 
functional SUV and the emotively appealing 
coupe world of Mercedes-Benz that was so 
enthusiastically welcomed with the GLE 
Coupe is now repeated with the Concept 
GLC Coupe. However, the near-production- 
standard show car inhabits a more compact 


segment, as demonstrated by the external 
length of 4.73-metres and the 2.83-metre 
wheelbase.These two dimensions, together 
with the striking and muscular main body 
section, elongated greenhouse and large 
21-inch wheels, provide an ideal basis for 
the typical, almost dramatic proportions of 
the sportily youthful coupe generation with 
the characteristic off-road touch. 

Distinctive front end, sculptural head¬ 
lamp design 

At the front, a short, crisp overhang with 
upright radiator grille and twin-blade louvre 
- characteristic of sporty Mercedes-Benz 
models - gives a first indication of the 
sporty philosophy behind the Concept GLC 
Coupe. The credo "Born to race on every 
ground" is confirmed by the powerdomes 
on the bonnet, the sweeping lines of the A- 
wing below the radiator grille, the large side 
air intakes and the visually dominant under¬ 
body protection. Like all the trim elements 
on the concept vehicle, this typical SUV fea¬ 
ture radiates in silver shadow to form an at¬ 
tractive counterpoint to the solar-beam 
paintwork and the all-round claddings in 
matt gun metal magno paintwork. 

Reminiscent of light sculptures, striking 
LED headlamps decisively shape the expres¬ 
sive face of the Concept GLC Coupe. All 
functions are united in one housing: for illu¬ 
mination, the daytime running lamps and 
turn indicators use the upper strip inserts, 
dubbed "eyebrows" by the designers. Below 
them are three rotating lenses, which ap¬ 
pear to positively float in the deep, three-di¬ 
mensional space and which adapt to the 
situation to optimally illuminate the road or 


terrain. Of course, the headlamps are non¬ 
dazzling for oncoming traffic in lower beam, 
upper beam, cornering light or active light 
mode. This is achieved by blanking out the 
light cone in the area of oncoming vehicles. 
Side profile with low-slung coupe green¬ 
house and large SUV wheels 
The perfection with which the intrinsically 
contrary design worlds of the coupe and the 
SUV have been brought into harmony with 
each other is revealed in particular by a side 
view of the just under 1.60-metre-high Con¬ 
cept GLC Coupe with the typical, elongated 
roof line of a sports coupe. Like the inte¬

Advice For Your L-Test Teenager 


GEM Motoring Assist has some advice designed to reduce the 
stress parents can experience when their children reach 17 and 
want to get behind the wheel 

Counting the cost 

It's a good idea to have a frank discussion about finances before 
your teenager even applies for a provisional licence. Discuss the 
extent to which you'll be able to help pay for lessons and how 
much he or she should plan on contributing. 

Learning to drive is a costly business, and it's important to have 
a realistic idea of the sums involved beforehand. Otherwise you 
can get into a situation where the teenager is making progress 
but has to take a break from lessons because of cash-flow prob¬ 
lems. 

How many lessons your child needs will depend on natural ap¬ 
titude and whether or not there's the opportunity to practise. But 
it's a good idea to budget for between 35 and 50 hours, meaning 
a total tuition bill of between £1000 and £1400. The provisional 
licence costs £34 online, a theory test costs £25, and the practical 
test costs £62. 

Choosing the right instructor 

The first step in the process is to check that any potential instruc¬ 
tor is a fully qualified Approved Driving Instructor (ADI). They can 
be identified by the green octagonal badge on their windscreen. 
A pink badge means the instructor is still a trainee. Then ask your 
friends and family members for personal recommendations, and 
follow up with additional research. 

Call potential instructors for a chat to get a feel for 
them and their approach. And get your teenager to 
talk to them as well. If the instructor is someone 
they feel they can get on with, that's really going to 
help the learning process. 

The need to practise 

It's always a good idea for learners to practise be¬ 
tween lessons if possible as it gives them the op¬ 
portunity to consolidate what they've been taught. 

Clocking up more hours at the wheel will also in¬ 
crease their confidence and expose them to a 
greater range of driving conditions. However, the 
prospect of sitting beside a learner-driver child can 
seriously unnerve some parents. If you feel like this, 
then there's no point in forcing yourself to take your 
teen out for practice drives as it will just be upset¬ 
ting for both of you. 

Anyone supervising a learner driver needs to be 
over 21 and to have held a driving licence for the 
type of car they'll be using (manual or automatic) 
for at least three years. 

You'll also need to sort out suitable insurance. If 
your teenager is learning to drive in the family car 
then contact your insurance company and arrange 
to have them put on as a named driver. L-plates (L 
or D plates in Wales) will need to be displayed at the 
front and rear of the vehicle when they're at the 


wheel. 

When it comes to deciding which aspect of their driving they 
should be practising, it's best to liaise with the driving instructor, 
who will know what they need to work on. Of course, it's impor¬ 
tant for parents to realise that the driving test has changed a lot 
in the last 20 years, and that driving instructors will be teaching 
the skills in the most up-to-date way. 

Test time... 

Exams are nerve-racking at the best of times, but driving tests 
can feel particularly harrowing. So be supportive, as teenagers will 
not only be afraid of letting you down, they will also feel under 
pressure from friends. A reputable driving instructor won't put 
students forward for the test unless they've reached the correct 
standard. 

A lifetime of safe driving 

It pays to book additional training after the test, particularly so 
that your son or daughter can become familiar with safe, confi¬ 
dent motorway driving. You will need to let your insurer know 
about the move from provisional to full licence status. Adding an 
18-year-old to your policy is likely to cost several hundred pounds, 
but there are discounts if you agree to use some sort of telematics 
device that monitors and records how he or she drives.

Rallying 


Mechanical failure sees rally duo withdraw from championships 


LOCAL rallying duo Rex Ireland and Adrian Scadding 
have retired from this year’s BRDTA Championships fol¬ 
lowing their failure to complete the third of the nine 
stages in this year’s event. 

Having had to retire from the Wyedean Rally, the first 
of the season with engine failure, they had to miss the 
Malcolm Wilson event as the car was not ready, but had 
hoped to get back into the competition at the Somerset 
Stages which took place last Saturday. 

However they developed an electrical misfire during 
Stage 1; the run up the notorious Porlock Hill; which 
coupled with a tyre problem on Stage 3, came back to 
haunt them and they retired following further problems 
getting to the start of the next stage forcing them to with¬ 
draw. 

Co-driver Scadding from Bridport told View Sport: 
“We developed an electrical misfire during Stage 1 so 
we didn't do as well as we wanted; times at Porlock 
should be under four minutes to stand any chance. 

“We suspected a faulty rev limiter so we disconnected

it for the second run but it didn't make any difference; 
we just broke the four minute barrier; so we decided that 
we might still have a chance and continued. 


Stage 3 Knowle saw us in the forest where we were 
flying. The misfire wasn't so prominent as it's not revving 
flat out all the time, but about a mile from the end we 
took a left hand hairpin and as we slid around the tyre 
popped of the rear offside rim which slowed us up at the 
last section.” 

Having completed the section they had to change the 
wheel but on the way to the start of Stage 4 the car cut 
out completely at traffic lights, and with only eight min¬ 
utes to get to the start some 14 miles away they were 
forced to retire as they would have been disqualified for 
arriving too late. 

With only six stages left, the pair have withdrawn from 
the championship although they may take part in the 
Nicky Grist stage on July 11th. Their next event will be 
a new rally in the forest at Bovington on May 23rd.
